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THE MAKING OF A PRINT 


To those who are unfamiliar with the method of 
the making of these prints a brief outline may be 
of interest. 

The design was carved in relief through a draw¬ 
ing pasted on a wooden panel to which ink was then 
applied and the panel then impressed upon paper. 
On the early prints or primitives no color was applied 
at first, but by the time of Toyonobu many of the 
prints were colored by hand and during his time 
the method of printing in colors was evolved. At 
first two only, beni (rose) and green (see print of 
Kiyomitsu) and gradually more were introduced until 
the polycrome print of the latter part of the 18th 
century brought the method to full development. 
In the printing, a separate block for each color was 
used on which only that portion of the design, on 
which the particular color was wanted, was carved 
and in some cases as many as twenty-six blocks 
were used in the making of a single print. In many 
instances varities of tones were superimposed from 
the same block to gain a desired effect or a har¬ 
monious gradation as in the skies of landscape 
prints by Heroshige and Hokusai. 

The owners of these prints wish to make it clear 
that they are not put on exhibition for the cold, 
relentless eye of the critic or the collector of Japanese 
Prints who has become a connoisseur on the subject, 
and they make no claim as to their technical per¬ 
fection, but they are shown merely for those whose 



interest has already been awakened in this branch 
of art and in the hope that they may stimulate an 
interest in others who have not hitherto had the 
opportunity. 

This art of wood block printing by the Japanese 
was comparatively of short duration, beginning, 
roughly speaking, with Moronobu in the middle of 
the 17th century and ending with Hiroshige who died 
in 1858, although long before his death the decadence 
of color printing in general was woefully apparent. 

In selecting the prints which are hung we have 
tried to show characteristic examples of most of the 
best masters during the period referred to and have 
given the dates of birth and death of the artist as 
an aid in following the development of the art.
